The potato demonstration conducted 


by E. L. Nixon of '.he Pennsylvania 
State College ffintension. ^department 
in Lehigh county was attended by a 
number of. potato growers from Fay- 
6tte county and pronounced a decided 
•access. 


The demonstration was held in the 


state's greatest potato producing cen- 
ter and was visited by farmers from 
33 counties of the state, over 500 men 
being rresent in 92 automobiles. The 
cars swarmed into Dr. Fritch's farm 
at 10 o'clock.
